THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the town of Bedford, in the County of 
fiillsborough, in satd State, qualified to vote in Town 
Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the town house in said 
Bedford on Tuesday, the tenth day of March next, at ten 
of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following 
subjects : 


ARTICLE I. To choose all necessary town officers for 
the year ensuing. 


Art. II. To raise such sums of money as may be 
necessary to defray town charges for the ensuing year, and 
make appropriation for the same. 


Art. III. To raise and appropriate such sums of money 
as may be necessary for maintenance of the poor; for re- 
pairs of roads and bridges; for Memorial Day and for any 
article embraced in this warrant. 


Art. IV. ‘To see how much money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the public library in addition 
to that required by law. 


Art. V. To see if the town will vote to allow a dis- 
count on taxes; if so, fix the time and rate. 


Art. VI. ‘To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate fifteen dollars for the care of clock on church. 
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Art. VII. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate money for the care of the new cemetery. 


Art. VIII. ‘To see if the town will make any change 
in the method of repairing highways. 


ArT. IX. ‘To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to hire money if needed. 


ART. X. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the amount of money necessary to secure state aid 
for the permanerit improvement of highways under the law 
passed at the January Session, 1905. 


ArT. XI. To see if the town will take some action in 
regard to laying out and building a highway from a point 
on the Amherst road to a point intersecting with the Nash- 
ua road to connect with the depot road and raise and appro- 
priate money for the same. 


ArT. XII. To see what action the town will take in re- 
gard to putting up a railing at Bowman Brook at the 
‘“‘Gulf’’and take any action relating thereto and raise and 
appropriate money for the same. 


ArT. XIII. ‘To see if the town will vote to discontinue 
the road leading from the end of the new road near Charles 
H. Gage’s residence to the east corner of land owned by 
James HE. French on the old road. 


Art. XIV. To see if the town will vote to sell the lots 
set apart for soldier’s monument in new cemetery and fix a 
price for the same. 


Art. XV. To see if the town will vote and appropriate 
fifteen dollars to clear the sidewalks from snow. 


Art. XVI. To see if the town will take some action in 
regard to paying janitor when out of town parties hire the 
hall and fix a price for the same. 


ArT. XVII. To see what action the town will take in 
regard to granting licenses to junk dealers or adopting 
chapter 124 of the Public Statutes. 


ArT. XVIII. ‘To hear the reports of agents, auditors, 
committees and all other officers heretofore chosen and pass 
any vote relating thereto.

Report of the School Board 


For the Year Ending February 15, 1908. 


At the annual meeting of the district held March 6, 
1907, Eddy W. Stevens was elected moderator and Fred A. 
French clerk for the ensuing year. Mrs. Fannie L. Shep- 
ard was elected a member of the school board for the ensu- 
ing three years. Mrs. Shepard was also elected treasurer 
for the ensuing year. 

The school board met March 11, 1907, to act upon a let- 
ter received from Mrs. Fannie L,. Shepard declining the 
election as a member of the school board and treasurer of 
the district. It was voted to accept with regret Mrs. Shep- 
ard’s action. Mr. Milton N. Flint was then. appointed to 
fill the vacancies until the next annual meeting of the 
district. 

The school board met March 12, 1907, when Milton N. 
Flint formally accepted the appointment as member of the 
school board and treasurer of the district. The school board 
then organized as follows: chairman, secretary and pur- 
chasing agent, William Melendy, Jr.; treasurer, Milton N. 
Flint. The schools of the district were divided for especial 
supervision as follows: Nos. 1, 5 and 6 to Mr. Melendy ; 
Nos. 2, 3 and 4 to Mr. Rollins; Nos. 7, 8, 9 and 10 to Mr. 
Flint. 

Each school has been conducted thirty weeks with two 
exceptions, viz.: No. 6, where there.were so few pupils 
that the house was closed and such children as wished had 
their tuition to the Manchester schools paid by the district, 
others being conveyed to No. 7. No. 9 has remained 
closed and the pupils conveyed to No. 1. 


- 
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A much needed change has been made in exchanging the 
‘“Franklin’’ and “‘Stickney’’ readers for the ‘‘Jones Series’’ 
and replacing the “‘ Tarbell’’ geography with the ‘‘ Frye,’’ 
so that at present the district is well equipped with up-to- 
date text-books. 

It will be seen that the salaries of teachers has been 
increased in some instances. In order to secure the instruc- 
tion needed we believe it wise to increase the pay of 
instructors, making it an object for the best teachers to 
remain in the employ of the district. 

We would also strongly urge all, especially parents and 
guardians, to become acquainted with the children as they 
appear during school hours and give both pupils and teach- 
ers the encouragement of frequent visits to the school room. 

There is in the treasury a surplus of $1,195.35.
